Improved Prospects for Peace

OTTAWA, June 30 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill said 
emphatically today his confer-

ereased prospects for continued 
peace in the world. 

He made the statement in a 
news conference during a round 
of. official visits and talks in 
Canada.

Nothing will 
deter an aggressor more than if 
he knows he will have to face 
the combined strength of the 
British Commonwealth and the 
great republic of the United 
rte 

“The answer. is ‘yes’ to this 
E He had been ‘asked 
whether the Washington talks 
had in his opinion advanced the 
cause of world peace. 

Churchill said he “treats with 
the contempts it deserves” the 
criticisms that his present po- 
licy toward Soviet Russia consti-

WASHINGTON, June 30 (UP) 
— Housing scandal investigators 
disclosed today that a group of 
“windfall” apartment builders 
used the name and capital of a 
man none of them knew when 
they applied for a government- 
insured mortgage. 

The disclosure “flabbergasted” 
Chairman Homer E. Capehart 
(Rep.), Indiana, of the Senate 
Banking Committee investigat- 
ing how builders were able to 
make multi-million dollar profits 
by obtaining government-insured 
mortgages for more than a proj- 
ect’s cost. . 

He said the builders of the 
Shirley-Duke Apartments in 
nearby Alexandria, Va., appar- 
ently filed “not a true state- 


ment” with the FHA in seeking 


a mortgage from which they 
made almost a 83,000, 000 wind- 
fall profit.” 

$20,000 a Year Kach. 

Earlier the committee had 
brought out that three of the 
apartment builders had put up 
less than $1000 each in capital 
and then went on the payroll of 
their own corporations at 320, 
000 a year. They were the larg- 
est contributors among 22 stock- 
holders. 

At a detailed hearing on the 
tangled Shirley-Duke financing, 
the committee produced an ap- 
plication to the FHA showing 
that N. J. Sonnenblick of New 
York City would put up $181,- 
000 in cash for the project. 

One by one, Capehart asked 
the project offiicals in the hear- 
ing room if they knew Sonnen- 
blick. Each shook his head and 
said no. 

Asked why  Sonnenblick’s 
name was used, the builders said 
they “surmised” it was to meet 
the FHA requirements that 
builders show equities aggre- 
gating 10 per cent of proposed 
costs to qualify for an FHA- 
insured mortgage. 

The administration has 
charged that the 22 Shirley- 
Duke stockholders put up only 
$6000 in capital, for which they 
received ‘FHA~insured. loans 
totaling $13,846,000. The loans 
exceeded the final cost of the 
project, and st stockholders 
were able to réceive $17: 
share for each $5 share of com- 
mon stock. . 

Identified as Broker. 

Sonnenblick finally was iden- 
tified by Earl Crabb, former 
president of Investors Diversi- 
fied Services, which helped 
finance and profited in the proj- 
ect.

A partial eclipse of the sun, 


the moon already was moving 
down across the sun, until 6:55 


which is predictable to the sec- 
ond, provided a’ spectacular 
show on the eastern horizon 
this morning with some help 
and some hindrance from 
clouds, which are predictable 
hardly at all. 

In view of a forecast of partly 
gloudy skies, amateur astron- 
omers equipped with smoked 
glass and blackened film counted 
themselves. lucky when clouds 
were in the way for only about 
one-fifth of the time. 

It was not good luck that 
clouds obstructed the view at 
the point of maximum eclipse— 
from just before 6 a.m. until 
just after— but for additional 
beauty in this unusual sunrise 
it was fortunate that the clouds 
were fluffy and not in layers, 
as early morning generally finds 
them at this time of year. 

85 Pct. Coverage. 

An eclipse occurs when the 
moon passes directly between 
the sun and the earth. At the 
maximum point of coverage 
here, approximately 85 per cent 
of the sun’s diameter was ob- 
scured by the black disk of the 


moon, The phenomenon lasted 
from sunrise, at 5:39 a.m., when 


a.m, when the moon had passed 
down and off to the left. 

Clouds were in the way the 
first few minutes, and the sun 
was wholly above the horizon 
when the two points of its cres- 
cent of blazing light came into 
view, rising above the clouds. 

Stuart L. O’Byrne, former 
president of the St. Louis Ama- 
teur Astronomical 
headed a group of spectators in 
Forty Acres park, Webster 
Groves. He set up a large tele- 
scope and cast the figure of sun 
and moon on a white screen at 
the back of a black-lined box. 

Warning on Damage. 

Eye specialists warned that

serious damage could be caused 


by looking at the sun except 
through smoked glass or black- 
ened film, saying that colored 
glasses are not dark enough. 

For those who didn’t care to 
take such a precaution, O’Bryne’s 
telescope and screen was the 
answer, with a clear projection 
about four inches wide. 


O’Byrne looked directly 
through film most of the time. 
“We saw all we needed or de- 
sired to see,” he said. “It was 
beautiful. The colors were gold- 
en and pink and then paler as 
the sun moved higher in the 
sky. We didn’t figure on see- 
ing much, on account of the 
prediction, and were pleasantly 
surprised.” 


The eclipse was total along an 
arc about 75 miles wide, extend- 
ing from northeastern Nebraska 
to the northeast and continuing 
over the North Atlantic and 
Russia to India, there to end at 
sunset,

Dr. Rodrigo Andalon, chief of 
the hospital at Piedras Negras, 
said there were 20 known dead 
there. Earlier, there had been 
rumors of 200 to 1000 drowned 
in the Mexican town of about 
35,000 across the border from 
Eagle Pass, Tex. 

There was another report that 
200 bodies had been found at 
Piedras Negras. Capt. I. Dwor- 
sky, an Air Force rescue officer 
operating at Laredo Air Force 
Base, said the sheriff's depart- 
ment at Eagle Pass told him by 
phone that 200 bodies had been 
recovered in the Mexican town 
just across the river from there. 

Town Divided. 

The Rio Grande’s flood waters 
surged down two creeks and 
split isolated Laredo in half, 
separating the old town and 
business district from a section 
of newer homes and Laredo Air 
Force Base. 

Highways and railroad tracks 
north of Laredo were under 
water, and it was impossible to 
reach air fields because of high 
water.

Another victim reported today 
was Pvt. Roy A. Christianson, 
drowned when a bridge over the 
Pecos .river west of Del Rio 
went out. 

Six more persons were re- 
ported missing at Pandale, south 
of Ozona. 

The river was back in its 
banks at Eagle Pass last night. 

At Laredo the river rose to 
62.6 feet today about 8 a.m. and 
stayed there for a while. Water 
was up in the streets closest to 
the river, but farther uptown 
the Mexican boys were out 
sweeping the sidewalks, city 
busses and taxis were running, 
and the sun was shining.

Precedent Set by NLRB in 
St. Louis Optical 
Labor Dispute. 


In 4 precedent-making deci- 
sion, based on a St. Louis case, 
the National Labor Relations 
Board ruled unanimously in 
Washington today that an em- 
ployer may refuse to bargain 
with a labor union which is 
operating a competing business. 

The decision was based on a 
dispute between the St. Louis 
branch of Bausch & Lomb Op- 
tical Co., 705 Olive street, and 
Local 678 of the CIO United 
Optical and Instrument Workers, 
which has been on strike for a 
contract at the optical firm 
branch since last September. 

In order to create jobs for 
unemployed members, the union 
established a wholesale optical 
business here. The company 
then abandoned negotiations, in- 
forming the union it deemed it 
to be a business competitor 
rather than a labor organization. 

A trial examiner upheld a un- 
fon complaint, pointing out that 
employes 
were not connected with the un- 
ion’s firm, but he was over- 
ruled by the board, which said 
it could not disregard the “in- 
nate danger” involved, although 
it conceded a labor organization 
had the right to invest in a 
business or own one. The local 
optical firm has about 14 em- 
ployes.

gress from the town of Mazate- 
nango last year. 

Prado was arrested April 7, 
1953, and only Tuesday morning 


‘was released. He showed this 


writer bruises all over his body 
and his hips which had been 
lacerated by 100 strokes with a 
rawhide whip last Saturday. He 
was the last of 20 men who were 
whipped consecutively—all po- 
litical prisoners. 


“We were forced to undress 
completely,” he said, “and one 
by one were made to lie down 
while the torturer applied the 
whip. The men screamed and 
several fainted, They bled pro- 
fusely and were washed off by 
being squirted with a hose.” 

Prado said his torturers told 


the victims they were being 
punished because “Communists 
are being killed by Castillo.” 
However, it was the second time 
Prado had been whipped. He 
said his attackers tried to make 
all political prisoners sign “con- 
fessions.” 


Besides whipping, he said, the 
prisoners were subjected to 
being tied hand and foot and 
being ducked in water, to beat- 
ing on the soles of their feet, 
and electric shock treatments. 
There was no doubt from his 
appearance that Prado had been 
tortured, 


Monday, he said, prisoners 
were lined up to be shot here 
in Guatemala City, but were not 
shot because an air raid oc- 
curred at that moment. 


Most of his imprisonment was 
in the town of Salama, but last 
week he was brought with other 
political prisoners to Guate- 
mala City, where, he said, the 
Arbenz government kept six 
“Spaniards” who were expert 
torturers. Prado was released 
in the general political amnesty 
Tuesday.

Millikin Says $100 Boost in Exemption Will 
Be Proposed to Head Off 
Democrats.

WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP) 
~—Senate Republicans decided| 
today to offer a general income 
tax cut plan of their own in an 
effort to head off a broader re- 
duction amendment sponsored 
by Senate Democrats. 

Senator Millikiri (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, told reporters the new 
proposal is to increase personal 
exemptions for each taxpayer in 
the lower and middle brackets 
by $100 a year. 

That would mean a minimum 
annual tax cut of $20 for an in- 
dividual or $40 for a couple. The 
exemption increase would not 
apply to other dependents such 
as children. 

The change would take effect 
July 1 instead of Jan. 1 as the 
Democrats proposed. 

Stockholder Relief. 

Another part of the substitute 
plan would cut in half the effect 
of the reliet provision for divi- 
dend income received by stock- 
holders. 

Millikin gave reporters only a 
few details of the plan as he 
hurried to the Senate floor. 

(The United Press said the ex- 
emption tax cut would not be 
given to persons electing to take 
other tax concessions already 
‘provided in the bill. It would 
not go to persons taking advan- 
tage of the privisions giving re- 
lief to persons receiving divi- 
dend income, paying child care 
expenses so they can work, us- 
ing new depreciation allowance 
concessions, or taking the tax 
benefit allowed retired work- 
ers. 

(The House bill would exclude 
the first $50 or dividend income 
from taxable income the first 
year and allow 5 per cent of 
the balance of dividend income 
to be deducted from the tax- 
payers’ tax bill. In the second 
year, these figures would go up 
to $100 and 10 per cent. 

(The Millikin amendment, the 
United Press said, would hold 
the dividend income tax relief 
to the $50 and 5 per cent fig-

heimer’s clearance for access to restricted data should not be 


reinstated. 


The Atomic Energy Act of 
1946 lays upon the commission- 
ers the duty to reach a determi- 
nation as to “the character, as- 
sociations, and loyalty” of the 
individuals engaged in the work 


of the commission. Thus, dis- 


loyalty would be one basis for 
disqualification, but it is only 
one. Substantial defects of 
character and imprudent and 
dangerous associations, partic- 
ularly with known subversives 


who place the interests of for- 


eign powers above those of the 
United States, aré also reasons 
for disqualification. 


Defects in Character. 


On the basis of the record 
before the commission, compris- 
ing the transcript of the hearing 
before the Gray board as well 
as reports of military intelli- 
gence and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, we find Dr. Op-

“I will try to give you my 
thoughts for what they may be 
worth regarding the next GAC 
meeting, but I am afraid that 
there may be more questions 
than answers. t seems to 
me that conclusions will be 
reached, if at all, only after a 
large amount of give and take 
discussion at the GAC meeting.”

The instances that I have de- 
scribed constitute the whole of 
the evidence extracted from a 
lengthy record to support the 
severe conclusions of the ma- 
majority that Dr. Oppenheimer 
has “given proof of fundamental 
defects in his character” and of 
“persistent continuing associa- 
tions.”

“We may all profitably re- 

flect,” he said, “on the possibili- 
ties of increasing the efficiency 
of instruction by reducing the 
pupil-teacher ratio in the regu- 
lar classrooms.” There was an 
average of 18 pupils in the spe- 
cial classes, compared with 40 
in most elementary classrooms. 

Among the 660 pupils who 
completed the semester program, 
greatest improvement was shown 
in reading, arithmetic and spell- 
ing. Gains in school months 
were: arithmetic, 7.7; reading, 
7.8; spelling, 7.6, and language, 
5.9. A gain of 3.5 months would 
have been normal in each sub- 
ject.. The average I. Q. of the 
pupils was 94, compared with 
an average of 100 for pupils 
throughout the school system. 


The classes were started on 
an experimental basis in five 
schools in September 1953. Their 
purpose is to correct deficiencies 
in basic subjects before pupils 
enter the fourth grade. Long- 
range aim of the program is to 
reduce remedial work at high 
school and college levels and to 
cut delinquency stemming from 
2 — insecurity.

Aid to Alcoholics 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


NOTHER advance in treatment for alcoholism has just 
been reported by two Boston doctors. Until now, alco- 
holics couldn't use the chemical crutch, Antabuse, to 
avoid further drinking until they had “dried out” for a 
week from the last drinking bout. And those first few 
days off alcohol after a bender are tough ones. Sedatives 
help some symptoms but fall to provide real relief. Some 


cet the symptoms were vividly described in Charles Jackson's 


novel, The Lost Weekend.” 

A new drug, called chlorpromazine, may be the answer 
when used with disulfram (Antabuse). Drs. James F. Cum- 
mins and Dale G. Friend of the Harvard Medical School 
and the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in Boston, have re- 
ported trial of this new treatment on 60 alcoholics.

CHLORPROMAZINE, trade-named Thorazine, is use- 
ful for treating nausea from all sorts of causes. Nausea and 
“butterflies in the stomach” are major distressing symp- 
toms during the first few days off alcohol after a bender. 
The doctors decided to try Thorazine. 

Used alone, it worked in controlling ~ausea but it 
didn't permit sleep or.stop the shakes. And the patients 
went right back to drinking. They still needed something 
not only to banish the symptoms but also to keep them 
away from alcohol. 

Drs. Cummins and Friend decided to try a combination 
of Antabuse and Thorazine. They thought the Thorazine 
would cut down the nausea arising from taking Antabuse 
with alcohol still in the system. They thought perhaps the 
other reactions between Antabuse and alcohol would be 
threatening enough to help their patients stay dry.

TO GIVE IT A FAIR TRIAL, they first used this com- 
bination on alcoholics with severe enough after-bender 
“shakes” to bring them to the emergency room of the hos- 


pital. The doctors watched these patients carefully when | 


they first used the combination treatment. It worked bet- 
ter than they had dared to hope.
